Harrisburg, Pa. Sept. 1 (By Canad- 
fan’ Press) —Pennsylvania’s anthracite 
coal indstry gives employment to more 
than 160,000 workers, the gerater part of 
whom will be affected if operations are 
halted. 

Records of the Pennsylvania ‘Depart- 


"ment of Mines, which has supervision 


over the anthracite and bituminous 
mining of the state, show a total of 
162503 men empiryed in 1924 in the 
hard coal region—a territory cmbriced 
within the boundaries of only ten edtin 
ties & the northeastern part of Penn- 
sylvanis. 

Virtually all of these men sre mem- 
bers of the United Mine Workers, the 
union) organization. In case of a sus 
pensi p—a cexation of work duc to 
failur| to reach an agreement, in die 
tinction to a etrike, when the men are 
called out and every, resource is used 
to halt’ mining—some of these men. 
the maintenance forces, probably will 
remain at) work.

Hamilton, of Trinity College, soon will 
present to the International Astronom- 
ical Union: what he regards conclusive 
évidencte of the existence on Mars of 
sentient beings with s civilization of 
90,000 years to their credit.

The Hamilton aiid own- 
ers were asked to put a price on their players and thcy did. New York, 
which wanted'them, hasn’t replied—and there the matter standé. 
hether or not the Hamijton club will operate its franchise is not 
even by the men who own the club, That will not be determined 
until New York is heard from. : Ss 

If the New Yorkers decide to spring professional hockey on the Goth- 
amites this year, I believe that Tommy Gorman and his partners in the ven 
ture will have to meet Hamilton’s price. But there is a chance that, 
rather than pay what the Hamilton owners have demanded, he New York 
interests will tell the N.H.L. that they wid not operate their franchise 
until the 1926-27 season, 5 : 

- Certainly, Manager Gorman will not attempt to place a team on the 
ice that is not strong enough to be in the championship fight from the 
start.

A new system of betting is employed in connection with the Premier 
totalizator. The bet is made on the horse, which is not backed to win, 
place or show, as under the system in general use, The pettor hes three 
chances for the price of one, as he eashes in if his horse is placedgamong 
the first three, providing there are eight ot more starters, After the per- 
centage to race track and government has, been deducted fronr the total 
investments, poo’s are divided aos follows: (1) If four horses or less 
start, the whole amount is treated as one pool and payment made only to 
holders of winning horse tickets. (2) If more than four and less than 
eight horses start, the money is divided into pools of 70 per cent. for the 
winning horse and 30 per cent. for the second. (3) If eight or more

! chases from Pennsylvania. And what is true of your

va Scotia. Freight rates are keeping your products

The’ same might be said of British Columbia. 
Freight rates from that province to Ontario are even 
higher than from Novas Scotia to Ontario. This is a 
big country. If easy access to the Ontario markets is 
necessary to the prosperity of producers m all parts 

\.of tho country, it is tobe feared that pfosperity will 
be long delayed. Mr. Burnaby seems to think that the 
best solution of Nova Scotia’s problem is the lower- 

“ivg of freight rates on Nova Scotia products shipped 
to this province, That would be virtually a bonus 
paid out of the national treasury for the benefit of 
Nova Scotia alone. If such an arrangement were made, 
every other province would’ promptly demand the 
same treatment, and it would have to be granted to 
them. After all, little if anything would be gained, 
for what the people would: gain through the reduc- 
tion of freight rates they would have to contribute in 
additional taxes. se

“A GOOD SCHEME 
An attractive idea was put forward by the -lord 


mayor of the English city of Hull at a meeting som 
time ago at the Wembley exhibition grounds, to the 
effect that cities and towns in the Old Country 
should “adopt” some centre in cach of the oversea: 
dominions, to which settlers from their locality should 
be directed. The suggestion has found support in Ca- 
nada and has been favorably commented upon by the 
British press. The plan would'be to pick out a suit- 
able district—it may be a village or town or pro 
mising section of land—and induce natives of the 
British city in question to emigrate there, in orde: 
that in their new surroundings they might find them 
selves amongst familar friends and relatives and at 
once enter into a-congenial community pJife whici 
would be “home” to them. The adoption of such: 
scheme would remove many of the objections felt by 
desirable immigants against leaving their native shor 
es. The Britisher is strongly influenced by sentimen- moth de 
tal attachments and associations, in spite of his re- 
putation for phlegm. 

The setting up.of such colonies would be warml: 
welcomed in the dominions. Canada fas had exper 
ience of colonies peopled by foreigners, maintaininy 
their own distinctive customs as well as their langu 
age. It would be an agreeable development if settle 
ments of English speaking communities could be es 
tablished throughout the Dominion. Such centre 
would serve as a point of contact between this coun 
try and the motherland, and the correspondence pas 
sing back and forth would strengthen imperial tic: 
and increase the knowledge esential, for the ‘sucecs 
of any scheme of Empire migration.

Hon, George S.\ Henry, Ontario minister of public 
works and highways, addressing the Canadian Auto- 
_~ mobile Association substantiated the intimation that 
next wear it would be necessary for all applicants for 
automobile driving permits to pass an examination. 
Subjecting the thousands of motorists in the prov- 
ince to an actual driving test will take considerable 
» & time, the minister of highways recognizes, and he ex- 
plains that it is not the intention of the,government 
to withhold permits until the examination has been 
made. Driving permits will be issued, but only on 
the- understanding that the applicant must present 
himself for examination whenever called upon and 
that failure to pass the examination ‘will result in the 
cancellation of the permit. It is sound Iegislation de- 
signed to make for greater safety for both motorists 
and pedestrians. Automobiles kill more people in On- 
tario annually than do firearms. It is necessary to se- 
cure a permit to purchase and carry a pistol, but any Kansas City 
person with the wherewithal with which to buy a 
motor car has been permitted to drive his juggernaut 
on the public highways. Familiarity with the mech- 
anism of a motor vehicle is not of major importance, 
but tempcrament is, and it is in this regard that the 
examination may fall short of what is expected of it.

Mr. King would not be interviewed but 
stated that anything he had to sy 

would be stated froni the platform. He 
is a little hoarse and was looking a little 
tired. He has made, speeches at’ Rich- 
mond Hill, Exeter, Guelph and Cayauga 
and newspaper men with the’party said 
he made practically a new speech each 
day, 

It was announced “by his secretary 
that his speech this afternoon would be 
a further attack on Mr. Meighen and a 
revamping in part of the Richmond Hill 
declaration.

Mr. Meighen said that two thousand 
factories had closed their doors, and left 
the impression in the minds of the peo- 
ple that the tariff policy of the gov- 
ernment had caused this shut-down.

Quebec, Sept. 14—Important copper] 


and zinc discoveries have been made in 
Desineloyzes Township, south of Lake 
Parquet, in the Quebec gold field re- 
gion. * 


There is a lot of activity reported! ¢ 
in’ the south section of the Jake, and al 4 


zone of richly mineralized rock, from 
which high assays of gold were made, 
has beeh discovered in this section. 
| Mr. Dufresne of the Mines Dept. did 
not investigate the reperted finds of 
nickel and platinum, and the province 
will place no credence in their discov- 
€ry until samples have been sent to the 
Mines Dept. here, 

Mining companies have scouts on 
the ground throughout -the whole of 
the gold field region, and activity is re- 
ported in the Bachman, 
Broadbank groups of mines on the 
north shore of Lake Parquet. 

Intensive production, however, is not 
expected to start until next year, when 
the railroad {o Rouyn will probably be 
completed, for until the road yuns 
through to the goltl fields it is impos 
sible for the mining companies to ship 
heavy machinery to their claims, and 
mining with light tools designed primar- 
ily for prospecting or surveying is not 
feasible. 

The property owned by the Canad- 
ian Exporation company, however. on 
which copper and zine have been dis- 
covered, will be the scene of consider- 
able activity during the coming winter, 
but elsewhere the situation is expected 
to be quiet.

MIGHT HAVE FAINTED 


Witnesses all Sdy Late Mr. 
Van ‘Allan Was Care- 
ful Workman. . 





Accidental death was the ver- 
dict of a cordner’s jury empanelled 
to enquire into the death of Albert 
L. Van Allen elevator man at the 
Canadian Industrial Alcohol Com: 
pany, who was killed at the plant 
on Wednesday afternoon last. 

The jury deliberated less than 
fifteen minutes before the verdict 
was returned. The evidence of but 
four witnesses was necessary to sup 
ply the necessary facts, : 
MAY HAVE FAINTED i 

Charles Treverton, who has been 
superintendent of the mixing depart- 
ment at the plant for three years, 
was the first witness. He had 
known deceased for ten years and 
had been talking to him but a few 
moments before his life was crusned 
out. when it is believed he fell in a 
faint and was caught between the 
elevator and the second floor of the 
building. Van Allen who had beer 
employed there for nearly three 
years, was employed for the mos 
part, taking goods up and down thc 
elevator. He was a careful ~ man 
but Wednesday just as the whistle 
was blowing for one o'clock, hc 
complained to witness of feeling 
tough. He certainly looked tough 
too, in the opinion of witness. 

HOW MAN WAS CAUGHT 

“He stepped into the elevator and 
I walked into my office’, continued 
Mr. Treverton. “About 1.04 o'clock 
I heard a crash and I noticed that 
the elevator had stopped near thr 
second floor, my office being on the 
first floor, 1 noticed that the ele. 
vator had stopped three inches below 
the second floor and the safety lock 
was on, so it would not move. ) 
could see one leg protruding be- 
tween the second floor and the ele- 
vator, I ran upstairs and found that 
the man was caught, his legs pro- 
truding below the floor and his body 
above.. The gate was closed in the 
mouth of the elevator on the sec 
ond floor, so I climbed over the four 
foot gate and got down into the ele- 
vator between the top of the gatc 
and the edge of the wire covering. 
Smith who had run upstairs afte: 
he assisted me to get in. There 
was no cargo on the elevator. His 
head was caught between the guide 
through which the cable passes, and 
I could not release him, Several 
people soon arrived and we finally 
moved the elevator and released him, 
DR.

Witness believed that he had-faint 
ed and had fallen over. The eleva- 
tor had passed inspection very sat- 
isfactorily, and the gates had been 
changed as per the request of the 
inspector. He was unconscious and 
witness believed him dead.

More Turk Threats of Mas- 


sacre Charges Are 
Reiterated * 


Geneva, Sept. 16.—Turkish and Brit; 
ish troops have clashed in the disputed 
Mosul zone, and after an exchange of 
shots, the Turks were forced to retire, 
the British declared ‘to-day, in an offi- 
cial protest to the Council of the Lea- 
gue of Nations reiterating the charges 
of violations of neutrality pledges. The 
protest intimates the Turks are plan- 
ning 2 fait accompli. 

Along With the reports received at 
Geneva from reliable French sources 
‘that 70,000 Turks are along the Mosul 
frontier, this brings the menace of war 
in the middle east sppreciably nearer. 

An official resume of the British al- 
legations obtained states 380 Turks sur- 
rounded the Christian village of Baijo, 
in the neutral zone, September 8, and 
forcibly deported the inhabitants. On 
the same day, it continues, another 
Turkish force surrounded the Monistery 
of Zarawak, only 120 Christians escap- 
ing, and these are now seeking refuge in 
the Irak zone. On September 10, 260 
Christians arrived at Zahko in a terrible 
state ‘of exhaustion, declaring 8,000 
Goyan Christians had been deported to 
Bashkala by the Turks, 

These gharges of the British together 
with others that the Turks are depart- 
ing entire Christian villages, particular- 
ly Assyro-Chaldeans, from the territory 
north of the line established at Brussels 
inject additional complications into the 
already disturbed Mosul situation. The 
region into which these inhabitants are 
being carried is now occupied by the 
Turks, but is claimed by Irak. 

The charges, originally addressed to 
the Sceretary-General with’ instructions 
they were to be given to both the Coun 
cil and the Assembly of the League of 
Nations, allege the purpase of uproot- 
ing and ‘deporting the inhabitants is to 
Turkish force surrounded the Monastery 
nation. 

Before the distribution of the docu- 
ment, Viscount Cecil appeared at the 
secretariat. and wijhdrew the request 
that the tomplaint be given to the As- 
sembly. The object: of thid evidently is 
to keep the boundary dispute before the 
Council, which’ is expected to rive its de 
cision within ten days, rather than 
throw the matter open before the As- 
sembly. The ire of the delegation head 
ed by Tomfik Bey is aroused.

The supreme usefulness to mankind’ of the League 


of Nations is plainly msnifested at the ‘sixth inter- 
national assembly now being held in Geneva. The 
proposal of the French deelgation that a special in- 
ternational conference should be called to study; 
economic conditions throughout the world, such as 
might: prove to be a possible: cause’ of war, is te- 
garded_as one of the. most ‘important resolutions 
which have come before the league. Another resolu- 
tion which is of far-reaching consequence to the 
peace of the world also is that.which. Premier. Yan- 
ez of Chile announces his intention to move, to the 
eflect that a world-wide press conference be arrang- 
ed to discuss, among other things, fhe promotion of 
public interést in peace news. To this conference, he 
suggests, non-members of the league be invited. The 
proposal holds great possibilities. The thought of a 
nation or race determines its action. Before there 
can be a pacific outlook, there must first be a gen- 
eral education for peace. We have had the opposing 
school, the best known apostle of which is Bern- 
hardi, with his cynics! dictrine that “war is a biologi- 
cal necessity.” We know where that doctrine has 
landed the world, how it has impoverished the na- 
tions and destroyed contentment, It is an experience 
which no sane person would want repeated. Human- 
ity is coming to believe that peace, rather, is a bio- 
logical necessity, and that’ without it civilization is in 
danger of being irretrievably ruined. Though this is 
felt so strongly, mere sentiment and aspiration are 
not enough. There must be organization for peace;

Changes in Ontario and 
More Members From 
Northwest

Ottawa, Sept. 19 (by Canadian Press). 
—The next session of Parliament —the 
fSth Parliament—will see a larger rep- 
resentation in the House of Commons 
than ever before in the history of Can- 
ada. Under the Redistribution Act,. of- 
ficially called the Representation Act, 
1924, there are 245 members, ten more 
than in the last parliament. The act by 
taking away two members from .Nova 
Scotia (14 members now instead of 16) 
are raising the representation of Mani- 
toba from 15 to 17, of Saskatchewan 
from 16 to 21, of Alberta from 12 to 16, 
and of British Columbia from 13 to 14, 
leaves Ontario, Quebec, Prince Edward 
Island, New Brunswick’ and the Yukon 
nnaffected. 

In the reallotment of seats among the 
provinces and the total increase of ten 
members, considerable changes in the 
boundaries of the constituencies have 
been affected. A summary of the altera- 
tions follows: 

PRINCE Edward Island—No change. 

NOVA SCOTIA—The — constituencies

London, Sept. 21—Shapurji Saklat- 
vala, the Parsee Communist member 
of Parliament w ho would destroy the 
British Empire, awakened this morning 
to learn that the firm hand of Secretary 
Kellogg in barring him from America 
had had ‘a sedious repercusion in his 
own district. 

At an early hour ¢ rowds began to 
gather outside the Constitutional Asso- 
ciation offices in Battersea to sign a 
hastily drawn-up petition demanding 
that the Communist apologize for his 
utterances against the British Empire or 
resign his seat in Parliament. All day 
men and women affixed their signatures 
to the petition, which requests the 
Mayo rof Battersea to call a meeting 
for next Thursday, at which it is hoped 
to rally the entire conservative and non- 
Communist voting population of the 
district. 

Leaders of he movement were spurred 
to action by the strong attitude of the 
American Government against admis- 
sion of he Communist agitator into the 
country, and it was explained thst the 
least that residents of Bateersea could 
do was to show by their united front 
that they approve of Amcrica’s position 
and abhor Saklatvala’s aims.

OVER TWO THOUSAND 

During the year 1924-25, there were 
enrolied in our public echools 2,034 
pupils. To do thoroughly the health: 
work for this’ number fs not possible, 
but each year shows an increase in the 
work accomplished. : 

Fifty mornings were spent in dental 

clinics held In the four schools. At 
thirteen of.these clinic3, the entire 
ferty classrooms (totalling 1,653 child- 
ren present) were inspected by Dr. 
Wilson, a report for each child being 
sent home. This survey showed 284 
Perfect mouths as against 237 of the 
previous year, and a total of 1.449 per- 
manent cavities instead of 1,840 of the 
previous year. In the remaining 37 
clinics, 368 children received treatment 
as follows: 
Amalgum fillings ................ 248 
Cement fillings ....... seeee 45 
Temporary extractions .... 291 
Permanent extractions ............ 8 
24 recelved prophylactic treatment. 


MANY REQUESTS 

More requests for treatment were re. 
ceived than could be granted in the 
limited time—several of them from 
families for whom clinic care {s not in- 
tended. 

In no year have so many visual er.: 
rors been corrected, thirty-nine child- 
ren having secured glasses during ite 
year. The Rotary Club in addition to 
its work for crippled chfidren supplied 
Slasses for one child, several pairs 
were glven by Mr. McFee, and Mr. 
Worth of the American Optical Co. has 
cflered to supply lenses free when 
needed, . . 


TONSIL CASES

Inquest Ordered Into Frag- 
edy Occuring Near 
Brockville. 


Brockville, Ont., Sept. 25.—Dr, J. B. 
Mann, aged forty, and his wife, both of 
Peternoro, were burned to death in a 
fire which broke out at one o'clock this 
morning in a wooden cottage at Fern- 
bank three miles west of here on the 

~ St. Lawrence River, which they were 
occupying in company with Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas Brightman, also of Peter- 
horo, as guests of Dr. Geo. Imrie, of 
Rochester, N.Y. Mr. and Mrs. Bright- 
























per window, Dr. Imrie being absent 4t 
his home. 

Dr. and Mrs. Mann came here on 
Tuesday intending to spend three weeks 
on the River. ‘They occupied the front 

_ room in the two storied cottage, while 
Mr. and Mrs. Brightman were in the 
room at the rear. The latter awoke to 
find the place filled with smoke and ap 
parently. jumped from the window, 
where they were found a few minutes 
later by William Brightman, of Rich- 
ester who, occupying an adjoining cot- 
tage, was awakened by the flames. 
After having dragged them to safety, 
Brightman attempted to rescue the 
other occupants. 4 

He procured a Jadder and broke a*win 
dow in. the apartment from which 
black rushed. Before he could, enter, 
the entire room was filed with flames 
aid further work was impossible. 
Flames-and smoke evidently cut -off 
escape by means of the stairway, if Dr. 
and Mrs, Mann ever awakened from 
their sleep. The cottage was totally de- 
stroyed, simply a‘ heap of ashes being 
left upon the rock where it stood. Amid 
them, the charred bodies of Dr. and 
Mrs. Mann were found side by side. 

How the fire originated is unknown. 
The occupants retired leaving a fire 
furning in the fireplace but this was pro 
teeted by a'screen. There was no other 
fire in the place. 

Dr. W. E. Harding. coroner, has order 
ed an inquest.

Found In Taxicab 
Three Men Desert Conveyance 


After Crash on 
Street 





Inspector C. E. Gurnett, of Provinvial 
police here received a report today from 
Provincial Constable Percy McCoy of 
Bancroft, which tells of a suicide in the 
north country. . 

The report states that William Ed- 
munds, aged 25 years, was found dead in 
a field on lot 26 concession 8, Herschel 
township, Hastings county, on Septem- 
ber 22nd last.

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| The Tariff as An Issue | | 


Whether or not the fact is admitted by the King 
Gbvernment that there is grave dissatisfaction in the 
country with 'the existing tariff and a strong and gen- 
eral feeling in the industrial communities that confid- 
ence, cannot be restored so long as there is apprehen- 
sion that duties may be further reduced: There is 
perhaps as strong a feeling that taxes upon income 
and industry must be reduced, either through heroic 
economies or a substitution of indirect taxation. It 
is suicidal to maintain taxes upon income and capi- 
tal far higher than those which are levied in the 
United States, and whatever else is done or Jeft un- 
done some means must be found to provide greater 
reserves of capital for industrial expansion and na- 
tional development. In this, agriculture is as vitally 
concerned as industry, although in the speeches of 
the political leaders the whole question is substan- 
tially ignored. In the United States, it is now freely 
recognized that execssive super-taxes destroy the very 
sources of prosperity and that the public revenues 
are not increased but reduced by any. system of -taxa- 
tion which checks investment in new enterprises and

How the Disease Develops. ~ 

When a contaminated bee or other 
Insect visits'a blossom for nectar or 
pollen, it Teaves behind {it some ,of 
the bactcria*tnat cause the disease, 
; and these multiply in the nectaries 
and pass on down the blossom ped!- 
cel into the bark of the frult spur, 
where they produce a canker and kill 
the spur with other blossoms oz it, 


the barx of the twig causing canker 
and death as they go, The leaves 
on the twig then shrivel up, turn 
brown, and dle giving the character- 
istic fire-biighted appearance to the 
tree. " <i 

Destroy Biighted Twigs, - 

If the blighted twigs are allowed 
to stay on the tree throughout the 
season tie disease will continue to 
work on down the twigs, sometimes 
Fapfdly avd sometimes rlowly, until 
eventually It reaches the bark of the 
larger Mmbs, or the trunk of the 
tree, where it becomes apparent as a 
canker. ‘in ‘cases'where the disease 
does not reach the, bark of the thick- 
er branches or trunk before fall there 
{s a tecduncx for the trouble to dle 
out duriag the winter. But where it 
gots established as blight canker io 
the bark ofthe branches and trunk 
the probabillty ts that: {t will live 
Gver the winter in a dormant condi- 
tion and begin to extend itself the 
following spring when the sap flow 
commences, This in time brings 
about*the death 6f the larger limbs 
and trunk 8s the blight canker 
spreads in the bark. Woe have known 
young trees to be killed out in ono 
year with this discase, although 
older trees will sometimes live on for 
years with the canker slowly develop- 
ing until finally the tree either dies 
or has to be removed for not siving 
@ paying crop, “ 

Insects Carry the Discase, 

During mid-season other insects as 
apbids, hoppers and borers are com- 
mon carriers of the disease from in- 
fected twigs to healthy twigs, elther 
on the same or neighboring trees. 
In this way young suckers and water- 
sprouts get infected, and, as in the 
case of the blossom-infected twig, the 
diseasq will:pass on down the bark 
of the sucker or watersprout until it 
reaches tho trunk or large limb where 
® canker Is produced leading to 
death of the affected part. 

Where tho disease is active during 
the growing season there is frequent- 
ly a gummy brown exudate oozing 
out from the cankers, This exudate 
containe the causal bacteria in im- 
mense nunbers. During rain storms 
this exudate may be splashed to 
other parts of tho tree, thus leading 
to fresh infettions, 

How to Control the Trouble. 


. To coutrol and stamp out this dis 
ease it is casential to cut out all af- 
focted portions of the tree. In doing 
this, care should be taken to cut 
Well beiow the visibly affected por- 
Uon four to siz.inches, if possible, as 
the bactoria are usually well advanc- 
o4 beycrd the visibly cankered area 
fn the bark, The saw, knife or 
shears used should bo swabbed after 
each cnt with a good disinfectant, 
@.g., corrosive sublimate 1-1000, for- 
malin, or five per cent. carbolle acid. 
If the canker is in the trunk or larger 
Umbs the ‘affected part should be 
Temoves by cutting well around the 
canker, (vo or three inches at least 
beyond the visible extent of the can- 
ker, The wound should then be 
swabbed with the disinfectant and 
then pafated over. 

The best time to cut out the dis- 
ease is the first time it is seen, as 
each infection, 80 long as it is allow- 
ed to stay, is a centre for continued 
spreading of*the trouble. All ma- 
terial cut away should be carefully 
gathered and burned.—Pprof, p,

Sources of Meat.

The principal of 
these changes are as follbws: the de- 
Welopment™ of ‘sarcolactic acid, the 
softening of the muscle fibers, and 
connective tissue as the result of 
bacterial and antolytic enzymes, the 
development of more pleasant flavors: 
It. {8 not advisable to use meat. im- 
mediately after, slaughter, if ice re- 
frigeration, or other proper storage 
is at hand. Two or three weeks {n 
cold storage atatemperature of 36-38 
degrees Farenheit ts well worth while 
in improving the edible quality of 
meats. 

of Nutritive Value. — 


The nutritive value of meat de 
bends upon the presence of proteins 
and fats. The meat bases, or nitro- 
genous extracts have little food value. 
These meat bases are the principal 
substances in beef extracts. Beef ex- 
tracts, while of no great nutritive 
importance, are valued because their 
ingredients are in a state of solution 
and therefore easlly absorbed by peo- 
ple‘whose digestion is at fault.. 

Meat Inspection. 


So long as animals are permitted 
to be sloughtered in any barn or 
cellar, {t Is impossible to exercise a 
Proper control over meat as sold by 
butcher shops fn the smaller cities 
and towns.
